Supreme Court Upholds Au- 


thority of State to Order 


Separation 


Tin- derision of thc supreme court, 


rendered Saturday, upholding the law 
giving the board of railroad commis- 
sioner* authority to order separation 
of grade crossings on primary high- 
ways when necessary to protect life, 
is regarded as of much importance 
by that board in its campaign to eli- 
minate crtdc crossings in the slate. 
The crossing ut issue wa* at De* 
Lacs, where the Great Northern Rail- 
way crosses the Theodore Roosevelt 
highway. 


Thc supreme court held that thc 


power delegated thc bonrd of railroad 
commissioners was within the polic<- 
powcr of the state, and that it did 
not interfere with interstate com- 
merce and was not unconstitutional 
because judicial power was dclegsted. 
The court found, in the particular 
case, that the 
traffic 
was heavy 


enough to justify the board in or- 
dering the separation in that

•Muskogee, Oklahoma, Nov. 3.—One 
of the famous last gua fighters who 
brought law and order into territo r­ 
ial Oklahu'.nu passed from the stage 
Saturday when “Bill” Tilghmah was 
shot down in front of “.Ma” Murphy’s 
dance hall in Cromwell, Oklahoma, an 
oil boom town which until recently 
was reliving some of the lurid chap­ 
ters of early day border communities. 
Tilghman died like 
most of

pioneer peace officers of the South­ 
west before him—with his boots on. 
One of Tilghman’s brother officers 
of the old days is left, “ Uncle Bud”

“Uncle Bud” recalled today' how 
he and his slain comrades had pa­ 
trolled the old territory as f.ederui 
officers. 
Ledbetter covered the In­ 
dian T erritory while “ Bill” ranged 
over Oklahoma territory, 
stamping 
out lawlessness.

Ground squirrels probably carried

agency of a flee, l>r. Kellogg said in 
discussing the history of the plague 
in the United Slates. 
The liOs Angeles outbreak of piieu- 
monic-plaguc, aeeording to Dr. Kel­ 
logg. is :t direct heritage from the 
Oakland plague of 1919. 
It was in 
Oakland where 13 cases, all fatal, 
were reported, that the pncumonic- 
form of plague first 
appeared in 
this country, the Doctor explained. 
Ilci'ctofore there have been cases of 
bnlionie plague, 
an 
allied 
malady, 
which re.’u'hed San Francisco 
from 
the O rient in 1900 and years later 
apiicared in New Orleans and Gal­ 
veston. 
The bubonic plague, though stamp 
ed out among humans in San Fran­ 
cisco, was communicated to ground 
squirrels, 
probably 
through 
rats 
from the city and since then it has 
been to a certain extent prevalent 
among ground squirrels in several 
counties in California. 
Predicted Outbreak 
' 
Because of this fact. Dr. Kellogg 
and other authorities have frequent­ 
ly predicted th at unless the disease 
could be exterminated 
among the 
ground squirrels there would some­ 
time be an outbreak among humans. 
An extensive rat exterm ination cam­ 
paign is a feature of the .campaign 
Dr. Kellogg and his aids are planning 
to wage. 
Los Angeles is the 
only 
imrt of the United States where the 
pncumonic-plague has appeared, ac­ 
cording to Or. Kellogg, although it 
has claimed thousands of victims in 
the Orient in the last few years. 
It is distinguished from bubonic 
plague^ in th at it attadks the lungs, 
whcrca*s the bubonic form attacks the 
glands. 
It symptons are close to 
pneumonia although its progress is 
more rapid and its vitality is much 
higher.

arisen which were not present at 
that time, and her condition now is 
rather serious.” 
Friends of Mrs. Harding say she 
has suffered the kidney trouble for 
years, but they attribute her pres­ 
ent illness to the shock caused by 
General Sawyer’s recent death fol­ 
lowing so closely the death of her 
husband a little more than a year 
ago.

The “REACTIONARY” SUPREME COURT 
The Republican As.sociation of War Veterans, in a leaflet, 
ji ‘*ils out some of the laws passed by the national Congress 
wliich have been declared unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Coui t. and which, under Senator LaFollette’s proposal. Con­ 
gress could enact over the veto of the high court. 
t'f ngress passed a law to try men twice for the same 
ofl'ense. 
The Supreme Court held this law unconstitutional. 
Coi'giess ¡lassed a law t o take private property for public 
use W ith o u t paying for it. The Supreriie Court declared this 
act unconstitutional. 
Cengress passed a law to authorize cruel and inhuman 
punishment. This was held invalid. 
. 
Congie.ss passed a law imposing religious qualification 
for public office. The law was vetoed by the high court. 
tJongress passed a law to imprison a man without trial 
by .jury. 
The supieme court found thi.s law not in accord 
with the guarantees of liberty given in the Con.stitution. 
Cengress passed an ex post facto law; that is, making 
an act a crime that was not a crime at the time it was done. 
The court held this law was not Constitutional. 
A legislative body, in the heat of political conflict or 
passion, might again attempt to make such propo.sals the 
law of the land, did the Supreme Court not have the power, 
after due deliberation, to find them contrary to the .spirit of 
the fundamental law of the land.
